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Dictionary of Mythology, Folklore and 
Symbols. By Gertrude Jobes. 2v. New 
York, The Scarecrow Press, 1961. 1759p.

This set is an alphabetically arranged 
compilation of descriptions of mythologies, 
lores, legends, and symbols and is pur- 
ported to contain 30,000 entries. It is con- 
tinuously paged in two volumes called 
parts. The text is printed two columns to 
a page, and there is a Bibliography of 
authors and titles without imprints at the 
end of Part 2. 

Mrs. Jobes is the author of a novel pub- 
lished in 1955 by Pageant Press and is 
editor of a small collection of local writ- 
ings from her town of Milford, Connecti- 
cut. An insert pasted on the verso of the 
title page indicates that Mrs. Jobes holds 
the copyright on this work. Although she 
acknowledges indebtedness to several per- 
sons in the preface, their relationship to 
the set is not identified, and none of the 
works in the Bibliography is cited in the 
body of the dictionary. 

In advertising literature, the compiler, 
Gertrude Jobes, is said to have spent about 
20 years gathering and checking data, and 
the set is announced as suitable for uni- 
versity, college, high school, and public 
libraries. She says, however, in the Intro- 
duction, “This dictionary cannot hope to 
solve the problems of the scholars who 
spend years arguing over the meaning of 
this or this. It can only offer what has 
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been drawn from explanations already 
provided by men dedicated to knowledge 
and enquiry with a few original interpre- 
tations added as a sort of a passkey which 
will open doors for others as it has for me.” 

Individual entries, which vary in length 
from one word to several pages, are writ- 
ten in words or phrases, very seldom in 
complete sentences. In some of the longer 
articles such as Bird, many ideas about the 
significance of birds are in one long para- 
graph of a little more than one column, fol- 
lowed by brief definitions of words and 
phrases which incorporate the word, such 
as birdcage, bird in vine. There are spe- 
cial sections such as Saints, Zodiacs, Birth- 
day flowers which extend for several 
pages. 

Classification of the articles contained in 
five consecutive samples in Part 2 shows 
the proportion to be: mythology (and reli- 
gion), 48 per cent; folklore, 11 per cent; 
symbolism, 34 per cent; other, 6 per cent; 
cross-reference entries, nearly 1 per cent. 
Descriptions of mythology and religion 
deal with classical, primitive, Christian, 
and Eastern beliefs. Items dealing with 
symbolism include flowers and _ other 
plants, animals, objects, heraldic symbols, 
gems, and letters of the alphabet. 

Some persons, places, and literary char- 
acters whose attributes may have made 
them symbols are included, e.g., Aristotle, 
Aristophanes, Back Bay, Athens, Pisgah, 
Danton, Horatio Alger, Crusoe, but not 
Houdini, Ingersoll, Arrowsmith, Per Hansa, 
or Mr. Chips. 

A detailed study of the D-Da entries 
was made, comparing coverage with other 
reference works containing information on 
the various subjects treated. Jobes was 
particularly compared with the two-vol- 
ume Funk and Wagnalls Standard Dic- 
tionary of Folklore, Mythology and Legend 


(New York: Funk and Wagnalls, 1949). 
Although there are numerically more en- 
tries in Jobes volume in this letter span 
than in Funk and Wagnalls, treatment is 
briefer, and further sources are not listed 
as in Funk and Wagnalls. Some omissions 
in the same section were noted: Datu, 
Dasaratha, Dahut, which were in the Funk 
and Wagnalls Standard Dictionary of 
Folklore, Mythology and Legend. Symbols 
such as abacus, quill, and Rx appeared in 
another reference work, but not in Jobes. 

The Introduction outlines the elements 
to be included in each definition. For 
deities, wherever possible, “genealogy, 
function, explanation of activities and be- 
havior, attributes or emblems, steeds, how 
depicted in art, and parallel deities”; for 
general topics such as animals, gems, 
plants: “Universal and popular symbolism, 
dream significance, significance in Free- 
masonry, heraldic significance, occult sig- 
nificance, word explanation, cognates or 
comparisons, mythological and religious 
significance.”” These elements are not usu- 
ally identified, nor are they included con- 
sistently, so that it is impossible to distin- 
guish among heraldic, Masonic, or occult 
significances, or perhaps the author’s own 
“original interpretations.” 

Many individual definitions are charac- 
terized by a terseness which can be mis- 
leading. For example: “CRIME. Dream 
significance: (seeing it) exaggerated fear; 
(committing it) victory.” or, “CREEPER, 
December 9 birthday flower with the sen- 
timent protection. Probably the Virginia 
creeper is intended. Creeping cereus. 
Horror.” The user is forced in such cases 
to read meanings between words or 
phrases, because details are lacking, and 
because there are no bibliographies on in- 
dividual subjects. 

Cross references are infrequent. In the

One of the last three is not included in 
Jobes at all, and another is given a variant 
spelling. The others usually repeat the 
phrase “Identical with . . .” and note names 
which do not match Baalti or the other 
previously named equivalents. 

The set is a poor example of bookmak- 
ing. It is sturdily but too tightly bound in 
a heavy buckram; the appearance of bind- 
ing and lettering resembles a commercial 
rebinding. The paper is of good quality, 
and the type (reproduction of typescript) 
is clear, but makeup of the pages is unat- 
tractive because of the unevenness of the 
right edges of both columns. Jobes is not 
designed to facilitate the location of infor- 
mation. The spines of the volumes carry 
no alphabetical breakdowns. There are no 
running titles or letter spans on the text 
pages. Part 2 has no title page and, aside 
from the lettering on the spine, there is no 
clue to the identity of the volume as Jobes; 
the text continues from Part 1 within a 
letter, (J), and follows immediately after 
the endpapers in Part 2. All entries are in 
capitals, making unfamiliar proper names 
hard to distinguish from common nouns, 
and no pronunciations are given. The set 
suffers from its lack of illustrations, espe- 
cially since the definitions lack details. The 
very few tiny symbols are hard to distin- 
guish. 

While Jobes contains an immense col- 
lection of bits of information and scattered 
opinions which make for interesting 
browsing, the lack of cross references and
